Brief (Chronicle of the last ittonth. 



American Musical News. — America threatens to 
become a profitable market for the sellers of sweet sounds. 
In a brief space of time there will be three or four large 
theatres in the United States permanently demanding 
vocalists who can sing Italian operas. Madame Frezzolini 
is already engaged ; Madame Borghi-Mamo has more than 
one offer. An American agent the other day said, speaking 
of the lyrical demands of his country, " If the article can 
be found, sir, we have a large musical consuming public 
ready to pay their money."— Ole Bull has entertained the 
people of Utica, N. Y., with several concerts of late; but 
» seems that there is a great lack of musical taste and 
cultivation in that city, for we notice that the attendance 
was slim, and that a medley, embracing " Jordan's a hard 
road to travel," " The Arkansas Traveler," etc., received 
the heartiest encore, although several gems of music were 
performed in the artist's best style. Ole Bull and his son 
sailed from Boston on Wednesday, in the steamer 
'America," for Europe. — Signor Guidi, the well-known 
Italian tenor, formerly a resident of Boston, and more 
lately of this city, died a few clays ago, in Albany, of 



consumption, and in poverty. He leaves a wife (a Boston 
lady) and several children. — Mr. B. Ullmann, the lessee 
(in connection with Mr. Thalberg) of the Academy of 
Music for the coming season, arrived on Wednesday, in 
the steamer " Persia." He brings the information that 
Madame Frezzolini, who may be expected next week, will 
open the new season of Italian opera, at the Academy, 
about the 1st of September. For two or three weeks she 
will be the principal attraction, after which she will be 
joined by Roger, the famous French tenor, Gassier, Formes, 
and other distinguished artists. M. Anschuez, a German, 
who has long enjoyed a London as well as Continental 
reputation, both in operas and orchestral music, has been 
engaged as musical conductor. He is a man of large ex- 
perience, energy, and capacity. Vieuxtemps, the distin- 
guished violinist, is also on his way, and will occasionally 
wield the baton as well as the bow ; Labocella, a tenor, 
and Kletzer, a German violoncellist, are also among the 
engaged. Madame Lagrange, it is expected, will also be 
added to the troupe. Mr. Ullmann further announces that 
the arrangements with Lumley, the London manager, are 
complete ; and that, next year, the entire company of Her 
Majesty's Theatre will cross the Atlantic— New York 
Musical Review. 

A New Composer. — The Italian journals announce the 
production of a new composer, Signor Soriao, a pupil of 
Mercadante. The opera is called Pergolese, and was 
brought out with great success at the Fondo of Naples. 

Buenos Ayres.— The St. Paul of Mendelssohn was 
performed in the Amerika Church lately, and produced a 
great effect. The singers took four months to study it. 
Among them a great many did not know their notes, and 
were consequently obliged to learn the music by heart. 

Bouloone-sur-mer.— The Philharmonic Society of this 
town have given a grand concert for the benefit of the 
British Free Schools, at which the following artists 
assisted:— MM. Ernst, Ascher, and Reichardt. The 
attendance was the fullest remembered for many years. 
The overtures played by the Society were Rossini's 
Guillaume Tell, and Poitier's II Signor Pascarello. The 
instrumental solos were II Pirata, two pense.es fugitive, and 
the Hungarian airs, composed and played on the violin by 
Ernst; afantaisie, and the Danse Fcerique, performed on 
the pianoforte by M. Ascher. The vocal pieces, by Herr 
Reichardt, were two German songs by Schubert and 
Stigelli, and Blumenthal's Chemin du Paradis. The 
concert gave great satisfaction.— Musical World. 

Canard.— The marriage of Mdlle. Piccolomini with 
Lord Ward, possessor of an immense fortune, is announced. 
— Revue et Gazette Musicale. 

Cheltenham. — A society has been formed in this town 
for the practice of classical secular music, particularly 
glees and madrigals, under the direction of Mr. B. Joesbury. 

Colne.— A new organ, built by Mr. Laycock, of West 
Closes, near Cross Hills, Yorkshire, has recently been 
erected at the Parish Church, Colne. The opening took 
place on the 17th of July, when Mr. William Watson, of 
Masham, performed a selection of sacred music The 
workmanship, tone, and compass of the instrument, which 
is of a very large size, were much admired. On the fol- 
lowing Sunday, three sermons were preached in aid of the 
expenses, and a handsome amount was collected, so that 
the cost is fully paid. Full Cathedral Service was effectively 
performed by the choir, assisted by some of the choristers 
of Trinity Church, Habergham Eaves. 

Crystal Palace.— The third concert of the. Vocal 
Association took place at the Crystal Palace on the 7th 
ult. All the music was selected from the works of 
Mendelssohn, which was a sufficient guarantee for the ex- 
cellence of the programme. The grent Symphony in A 
was most creditably executed by the band of the Crystal 
Palace Company, under the direction of Herr Manns. 
The rest of the concert was under the conduct of M. 
Benedict. All the part-songs went well. The improve- 
ment of the chorus of the Vocal Association is remark- 
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able, and proves how much pains must have been taken 
by their able conductor. Mendelssohn's Concerto in 
G minor was admirably played by Miss Arabella Goddard. 
The murmurs of delight amongst the audience could not 
be mistaken, and the applause at the conclusion was vo 
ciferous. Madame Weiss sang the solo part in the finale 
to the opera of Loreley with praiseworthy care j and the 
First Walpurgis Night was admirably performed, — the 
principal parts being taken by Miss Fanny Huddart, Mr. 
Montem Smith, and Mr. Weiss. 

Lablache. — The report about the death of this eminent 
artist is unfounded. Labi ache is at Kissengen, drinking 
the waters, and renewing his forces for the Italian opera 
season in Paris. 

Manchester. — A. concert was given in the Concert 
Hall, a few days ago, with great success. The artists 
were Miss Louisa Pyne, Mdlle. Art6t, M. Lefort, and 
Charles Halle. There was an efficient orchestra, under 
the direction of Heir Halle. Mr. Banks was at the 
pianoforte. 

Prescot. — A miscellaneous concert was given at the 
Town Hall, on the 12th ult., by the Prescot Harmonic 
Society. The music was well selected, and ably performed. 
Mr. H. W. Burrowes, conductor; and Mr. H. Jukes, 
accompanyist. 

Pontardawe. — A concert of vocal and instrumental 
music took place in the New School-rooms, on the 15th of 
August. The band and chorus consisted of upwards of 
sixty performers. The proceeds of the concert were de- 
voted towards the purchase of an organ, to be presented 
to Mr. William Griffiths, for his unceasing exertions to 
cultivate a taste for music in the neighbourhood, and his 
endeavours towards improving the moral condition of the 
people. 

Saturday Concerts. — These concerts at the Crystal 
PaJace have been continued with unabated spirit, and great 
credit is due to the directors for the judicious selection of 
music. The performances have been such as would con- 
duce to the pleasure of the amateur and the general public, 
and must tend to improve the taste for really good music. 

Wisbeach. — The members of the Mechanics' Institute 
Singing Class have again met for practice, and it is ex- 
pected that in a short time the chorus will be augmented 
to nearly one hundred voices. Mr. T. G. Beatley is the 
conductor. 

Worcester Festival. — The stewards, in their anxiety 
to bring the approaching Festival within the reach and 
enjoyment of all classes, have resolved on reducing the 
price of tickets for the side aisles in the Cathedral from 
5s. to 3s. 6d., and for the gallery at the College Hall 
Concerts to the same sum. A feature of the Festival will 
be the early morning choral services, introduced by the 
Rev. R. Sarjeant, and found to answer so well on the last 
occasion. — Worcester Journal. 

York.— New Organ.— On Monday, the 24th inst., we 
had the satisfaction of seeing and hearing displayed a large 
and beautiful organ, built by Mr. Portill, of [his city, for 
the Church of Llandilo, South Wales. It is an instrument 
of great power and sweetness of tone, combining beauty 
of design and exquisite workmanship, and of the choicest 
materials ; and we believe is the largest which has been 
constructed in York, — the compass being as follows : — 
large organ, CC to G, 56 notes ; swell organ, C to G, 44 
notes ; pedal organ, CCC to F, 30 notes; and four com- 
position pedals,— in all, 31 stops. During the day, a large 
company of ladies and gentlemen availed themselves of 
this opportunity of hearing its splendid qualities displayed 
by the following professional gentlemen : — Messrs. Shaw, 
Harris, Hopkinson, Barker, Burdsall, Dennis, and Strick- 
land, who expressed themselves in the most flattering 
manner gratified with the workmanship, power, tone, and 
elegance of design of this fine instrument, — which we feel 
persuaded will be highly valued by the parties for whom 
Mr. Portill has built it, and will no doubt extend his well- 
earned fame as a first-class builder. — From a Correspondent. 



Obituary. — Carl Czerny. — At nine o'clock in tj, e 
evening of Wednesday, the 9th of August, Carl Czerny, 
the composer and pianist, who merited so highly the 
regard of the musical world, died at Vienna, in the sixty- 
sixth year of his age. Czerny died deeply regretted by 
all who knew him, for be was an aitist of European, 
reputation, besides being a most amiable, friendly, 
obliging, unpretending'man, and one, too, who was — even 
beyond the limits of his own profession — possessed of a 
scientific education, and a deep store of knowledge. 
Czerny was indisputably the most fertile of all composers 
who have yet lived ; he wrote more than 2000 works, em- 
bracing every branch of the musical art, from the grand 
symphony down to the simple exercise on the scales. He 
worked indefatigably and simultaneously on compositions 
of the most different kinds, and especially for the piano, 
for which he wrote a vast number of exercises, which have 
spread over the whole World. In his musical note book, 
he had marked down more than ten thousand motives. 
Several hundred compositions are still lying in manuscript 
in his desk. Czerny has disposed by will of his property, 
amounting to more than a hundred thousand florins'' 
currency, and named the Imperial Gerichisaiivokat, Dr. 
Sonnleithner, his executor. The bulk of his fortune is 
left to charitable and religious institutions. Not know- 
ing whether or not he had any relatives living, be has 
directed that 20,000 florins should be reserved for anyone 
who, in the course of six years, may be able to prove 
relationship to him. A life income of 600 florins is to be 
given to an old female servant who lived with him forty 
years; and his other servants are to receive recompenses 
in proportion to the length of their services. He did not 
even forget the shopman of his music publisher, having 
bequeathed him 200 florins. His articles of jewellery, 
most of which were presented to him by royal and im- 
perial personages, he has divided amongst his friends. 
He lived latterly in great retirement, and devoted himself 
assiduously to his cats, who were the friends and amuse- 
ment of his declining years. The little man, with his 
black skull-cap and kindly face, will be for many a day 
missed from the back benches of the Viennese concert- 
rooms, where he was invariably to be found when any 
music was being performed.
